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MANGET DEFENDS 


“When Dairyman or Mer- 
chant Cannot Give Fair 
Prices, It’s His Duty to 
Go Out of Business,” He 
Says. 


In a statement to The Constitu- 
tion Wednesday afternoon, answer- 
ing the published charge of the 
Snow Drift dairy that they were 
being “forced out of business be- 
cause John A. Manget, fair price 
commissioner,. set the retail price 
of milk below the cost of produc- 
tion,” Mr. Manget declared: 

“When a dairyman or a merchant 
cannot handle his business so as 
to give the public fair prices it is 
not only his privilege, but his duty 
‘to go out of business,’ and I defy 
anybody to prove that the fair 
price committee is not giving a 
fair deal to both sides.” 

Mr. Manget’s statement followed 
closely accounts in an afternoon pa- 
per that the Snow Drift dairy had 
announced their intention of with- 
drawing from the milk trade on 
February 1. 
| “Personally I do not care for the 
scoring,” said Mr. Manget, “as I am 
hardened to it, both from the con- 
sumers’ and merchants’ standpoint, 
but it hurts me to have the Fulton 
county fair price committee charged 
with ‘fixing prices’ below the cost 
of production,, 


continued Mr. Mangét, “the déepart- 
ment of justice, through Speatal In- 
vestigator L. J. Baley, made a most 
exhaustive report on milk condi- 
tions covering the whole southeast 
from North Carolina to Louisiana, 
and submitted costs of food for 
cows as well as minute details in 
the production costs.” 

The report justified a lower maxi- 
mum than 25 cents per quart,” gaid 
Mr. Manget, “but the Fulton county 
fair price committee has given the 
‘benefit of the doubt’ to the mer- 
chants’ side,” 

Marion M. Jackson, assistant fair 
price commissioner, declared the 
price of milk wasdouble the cost to 
consumers in Toronto, Canada, and 
much higher than in Washington. 
Philadelphia, New York and other 
+American cities. 

“It seems strange to hear milk- 
men complaining about a fixed price 
wot 25 cents a quart here, when milk 
is selling at 13 cents a quart in 
Toronto, 18 cents as a maximum in 
Philadelphia and 18 cents in 
York.”

Unequivocal Declaration 
Falls Like Bomb in Po- 
litical Circles of the Na- 
tional Capital — Would 
Support His Candidacy 
on Any Ticket.

Washington, January 21. — The 
unequivocal declaration by The New 
York World today for Herbert C. 
Hoover for president fell like a 
bomb in the political circles of the 
national capital. Shell splinters 
reached republican quarters, but 
the center of the explosion was in 
the democratic ranks, —— 
those where A. Mitchell Palmer, at- 
torney general, was regarded as the 
“administration favorite son.” 

Most of the old line democratic 
leaders disavowed unhesitatingly 
any perturbation over the declara- 
tion for Mr. Hoover by ome of the 
leading democratic papers of the 
nation. They insisted their emo- 
tions were not stirred because they 
were sure Mr. Hoover was a repub- 
lican. 

Attack upon the Americanism of 
Mr. Hoover came with such fre- 
quence in congressional circles as

These emphatic denials by both 
democrats and republicans that Mr. 
Hoover was a member of their re- 
spective parties, led.to the conclu- 
sion about the capitol thatthe for- 
mer food administrator's status ap a 
“favorite son” with the politicians 
and party managers has assumed a 
very striking resemblance to that 
of a character in a Eugene Walter 
play of a few years ago. 

“I'’Was a Waif,” the lines read, 
“and two cities claimed me as a 
favorite son. Omaha said I be- 
longed to Denver and Denver said 
I belonged to Omaha.”, 

The two parties are in much the 
same position in their “claims” for 
Mr. Hoover. The democrats say he 
belongs to the repuDlicans and the 
republicans say he belongs to the 
degnocrats. 

Little Significance Seen.

Every Effort Is Being 
Made in,Order That All 
of Atlanta’s Population 
May Be Included. — 


Every effort is being made in or- 
der that all of Atlanta’s population 
may be included in the 1920 de- 
cennial United States census. 
Enumerators who have not finished 
their districts are covering their 
territory at night, as well as in the 
day, in order that they may find 
people at home. Some of them are 
making four and five visits to one 
house, ‘ 

The information booth at Five 
Points will be open this morning in 
order that Atlantans who have not 
been reached may register there. 
Census enumerators will be there 
with blanks, so that the records will 
be complete. This central point for 
enumeration is the idea of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
Signs over the booth, stating that 
unenumerated persons are asked to 
register there to save Atlanta’s 
standing, were placed there, and a 
large number of Atlantans went 
there, 

Take Down Names. 


eSince the enumerators had not 
planned to be at the booth until to- 
"day, and there were no blanks, men 
from the recruiting station and 


] women from the War Camp Com- 


munity Service, who are always 
at the booth, *took down the names 
and addresses of persons who had 
not been counted in, and enumera- 
tors will be sent to them. 

The Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day sent out letters to its 2,000 
members, asking them to assist in 
getting a complete enumeration or 
report of those whose homes have 
not been visited by census workers.

Girl Who Claims to Be 
Missing Chicago Heir- 
ess Sketches Her Wan- 
derings Over Country 
for Police and News- 
paper yee. yg 


Stirred by the amazing. story told 
by the young woman who, clad in 
an aviatrix suit, was placed under 
arrest Tuesday, and who now claims 
she is Jeanne Anna DeKay, the 
missing Chicago heiress, whose dis- 
appearance caused a nation-wide 
sensation, police and newspapers of 
Atlanta, Charlotte, Chicago and 
New York are now investigating 
every phase of the career of the 
“woman of mystery.” 

Dressed as she was when placed 
under arrest by Mrs. J. C. Davis, 
Atlanta policewoman, and anxious 
for the time when her release will 
be ordered, the girl freely ad- 
mitted to police officials and news- 
paper men last night that she was 
really Miss DeKay. 

“TT ran away from school in Ohio 
during December, because I wanted 
to be with the man I loved, and 
whom I married years ago, while 
living in Belgium There was 
parental objection to my living with 
him; in fact, my family have no 
idea that.I have ever married.” 

Went to Dayton, Ohio. 

“When I first left school, I went 
immediately to Dayton, Ohio, and 
from there to Columbus. Then I 
started on a trip to the south, in- 
tending to visit friends in Pensa- 
cola. I arrived in Atlanta last 
Friday. My principaly aim was to 
go west,, where I’ was to meet my 
husband, Harrow DeLonge in Los 
Angeles. Harrow and I were mar- 
ried in 1914, and I have never had a 
chance to live with him. I wanted 


.. When asked by a newspaper man 

ee: er been in arlotte, N. 
SN be tha police officials stat- 
ed last hight that the mysterious 
girl had been under arrest, and had 
broken jail, the self-styled heiress 
exclaimed:

Miss DeKay, the girl’s apparent un- 
easiness gave way to confidence in 
= words that tumbled from her 
ips. 

“Before I go any further,” stated 
the girl, “I want to clear up some 
of the things I have been reported 
as having said. I don’t think I 
stated that I was on my way to fly 
for the army, or any branch of it. 
The only flying I ever did was in 
Los Angeles, where several of the 
aviators there used to take me up 
for trips. And then in sunny France 
many of my very good friends, in 
fact, friends I had made in the very 
early years of my life, were there 
preparing for their aerial fights. 
They took me up quite a bit, and I 
fell very much in love with the 
pastime. From them I learned a 
whole lot about the technical end of 
the flying game, and can carry on 
quite a sensible conversation along 
those lines. But I have never been 
a flyer on my own hook, and I don’t 
expect ever to be.” 


One Brother, She Says. 


The girl then admitted that she 
had one brother, John H. DeKay, Jr., 
who instituted the nation-wide 
search for the missing Chicago 
heiress, but denied having stated 
she had another brother, Francis A. 

“My brother John,” stated the 
girl, “lives in Chicago, and at times 
I have been very mueh amused at 
the newspaper accounts of the 
search he was making for me. But 
as for that other brother, Francis 
eA., I have never laid any claim to 


in our family.” 

That the girl who claims to be 
Miss DeKay is possessed of an un- 
usual sense of humor, and a decided 
capacity for wit, became apparent 
in the very early stage of the inter- 
view.

SHIPS FAVORED 


Propositions Referred to 
Local Trade Bodies by 
United States Chamber 
Carried--Many Southern 
Cities Voted No. 


Information has just been re- 
ceived in Atlanta from the United 
States Chamber of Commerce in 
Washington that a large majority 
of the constituent bodies making 
up the national organization had 
voted in favor of the sale of small 
wooden and steel vessels acquired by 
the United States government dur- 
ing the war as well as for all the 
other propositions submitted to a 
referendum. The propositi6n sub- 
mitted provides for the sale on the 
best terms obtainable either to 
American or foreign bidders of all 
wooden vessels and steel vessels 
under 6,000 tons, which were ac- 
quired for war purposes. 

Opposition to the proposed sale 
of ships was strongest at the south. 
In Georgia, only one commercial 
organization is recorded as voting 
in its favor, the Athens Chamber 
of Commerce, Atlanta, Augusta 
and Columbus, although members 
of the national body, did not,avail 
themselves of the opportunity to 
vote on the question. Brunswick, 
Macon, Rome, Savannah and Val- 
dosta voted against it. 

These cities “also voted against 
the proposal to sell other govern- 
ment-owned vesels of heavier ton- 
nage to regional associates’ for 
transfer at cost price to private 
individuals and corporations of the 
several regions. 

Opposition in South. 

Opposition on the part of the 
south was due to the fear that 
the sale of vessels without restric- 
tion as to the nationality of bia- 
ders might be a blow to the de- 
velopment of an American mer- 
chant marine, that it would give 
an unfair advantage to large ship 
owners in the fRKiorth and east and 
that it would operate against the 
interests of the ports of the south 
Atlantic. 

The proposition was well thresh- 
ed out at the recent meeting of the 
Southern Commercial congress in 
Savannah. The reasons for and 
against the proposed sale were ex- 
plained in detail and, after due de- 
liberation, that body went on rec- 
ord as opposing the sale under 
present conditions and on the 
terms sug@eested. 

In the referendum yote, not only 
Georgia but other southern states 
lined up against the proposed sale. 
The vote was a tie in Louisiana 
and Texas; 3 for, 2 against the pro- 
posed sale in Tennessee; 1 for, 7 
against in North -Carolina, There 
was also strong opposition to the 
sale in West Virginia, Virginia 
and Arkansas, Other propositions 
on which‘a favorable vote was jak- 
en were:

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IAPS TO WITHORA 
SIBERIAN FORGES 


With Object Attained, 
Japanese Will Follow 
American Example and 
Drop Fight Against So- 
viet Russia. 


Tokio, Tuesday, January 20.—Ja- 
pan’s object in agreding to co-op- 
erate with the United States in sup- 
porting Czecho-Slovak troops in Si- 
beria has been attained and the 
withdrawal of Japanese troops from 
Siberia will follow, it was decided 
at a meeting of the advisory diplo- 
matic council yesterday, according 
to newspapers here. 

It was asserted at the meeting, it 
is said, that Japan had no territo- 
rial ambitions in Siberia and that 
troops now being sent to that coun- 
try are merely to replace the loss- 
es. It was declared fundamental 
policies will not be affected by this 
step.. The council is reported to 
have indorsed the cabinet’s deci- 
sion not to interfere further in the 
internal affairs of Siberia. 


Washington, January 21.—Offi- 
cial adviges from Tokio received 
here have indicated the purpose of 
the Japanese governme to follow 
the example of the United States 
in withdrawing its military forces 
from Siberia. Discussions in the 
Japanese press and utterances by 
political leaders have developed 
that probably a large majority of 
the Japanese people are averse of 
entering single-handed into such a 
vast enterprise as the invasion of 
Siberia. 

All of the other foreign elements 
having been withdrawn from Si- 
beria, there remain now only about 
8,000 American and perhaps 30,009 
Japanese troops, in addition to the 
Czecho-Slovaks, whose number has 
been vaguely placed at somewhere 
between 20,000 and 40,000. It is 
planned to remove all of these 
Czecho-Slovaks by February 16 and 
the American 
quit by March l. 

Although their lines extend much 
further to the westward than do 
those of the Americans, the Jap- 
anese have 
from Viadivostok to theirown coun- 
try so that their evacuation of Si- 
beria may be completed early in 
the spring.

To translate the thought and feel- 
ing of Shakespeare’s time into the 
minds of present-day people is a dif- 
ficult task. However great and in- 
comparably rich the works of the 
bard of Avon may be, they are, in 
word and fashion, yariant with ¢cus- 
toms and moods of modern times, 

But Robert Mantell and his corps 
of players have mastered the diffi- 
cult situation, to the extent of hav- 
ing the power of perfect interpreta- 
tion, even to those who might be 
absolutely unacquainted with 
Shakespeare's works. 

As King Lear, Mr. Mantell found 
a role intensely suitable to his wide 
range of possibilities as an actor. 
The subtle changes from a despotic 
king to a heart-broken father, the 
metamorphoses involved in portray- 
ingg at one time the ravings of a 
demented man and the next moment 
giving voice to the sage pilosophies 
that Shakespeare has written into 
this line of the play—these afford 
an excellent opportunity for his dis- 
play of artistry. 

Mrs. Mantell, Genevieve Hamper, 
though not constantly in the imme- 
diate action of the play, again add- 
ed to the conquest she has already 
made of Atlanta hearts in the char- 
acterization she gave to Cordelia, 
the banished daughter, who re- 
mained faithful to her puzzling fa- 
ther, though cast aside by him. 

The usual good acting of Fritz 
Leiber was evident in his portrayal 
of Edgar, son to the Duke of Glos- 
ter. The part gave him a better 
vehicle for his capabilities than did 
the role of Laertes in “Hamlet,” 
though not so consistent in oppor- 
tunity as he had in playing the 
lead opposite Miss Hamper in “Ro- 
meo and Juliet.” The sadness and 
acuteness to realize King Lear's 
sorrow with which he balanced his 
counterfeited ravings in the storm 
acene, was outdone, perhaps, only 
by the reunion scene with his blind 
father, whose father-love had re- 
mained potegt during the belief 
that had been instilled in him of 
his legitimate son's treachery. 

John Alexander, in the role of 
the Earl of Kerf, that one of Lear’s 
courtiers who felt the pang of the 
some-time despot’s unjust tyranny, 
yet remained considerate and faith- 
ful to the sad whims and manner- 
isms of his lord, was excellent. The 
firmness of the character was 
pleasantly touched by an occasional 
sinister humor, appreciably rendered 
by Mr. Alexander. 

The part of the courte jester, while 
not entirely a large role, was made 
effective by the portrayal of Guy 
Lindsley. While the parts of his 
role that demanded speech were 
well carried, his greatest success, it 
seemed, was in his feeling interpre- 
tation of loyalty, without words. 
His devotion to the saddened Lear, 
and his pity for him and his ban- 
ished daughter, Cordelia, stood 
prominently out from his capers— 
attended by worded wisdom—de- 
manded from his ‘position in the 
court. 

Henry Buckler, as the duke of 
Gloster, depicted, unusually well, 
the difficult part of the saddened, 
almost totally unrecompensed fath- 
er of two sons—one lovable and 
heroic, the other despicable and 
cowardly. George Stillwell played 
well the part of Edmund, the ille- 
gitimate and crafty son of Gloster. 

Goneril and Regan, the two thank- 
less daughters of the King of Brit- 
ain, were admirably played by Miss 
Genevieve Reynolds and Miss Vir- 
ginia Bronson, respectively. An- 
other well-carried role, though mi- 
nor, was that of the Oswald, the 
steward to Goneril, whose inane, 
weak characteristics were presented 
by Edward Lewers. 

Tonight, Mr. Mantell will be seen 
as Macbeth, and Friday night he 
will appear in “Julius Caesar.”

ALABAMIA BANKERS 
PROTEST NEW RULE 


Committee Authorized to 
Resist Federal Reserve 
Bank Ruling on Par Re- 
mittances and Exchange 
Collections. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 21.— 


Viewing “with grave concern” con- 
templated action on the part of the 
sixth federal reserve bank to in- 
Stitute par remittances and aboli- 
tion of exchange collection by all 
banks in the district, and holding 


the “settled conviction” that it is 
the duty of all banks represented to 


defend 
ear i a invasion of vital inter- 
ests an vested rights, over 150 
members of the Alabama Bankers’ 
association, meeting here this after- 
noon, authorized a committee,of 22 
members to devise wa¥a and means 
of lawfully resisting the federal re- 
serve bank in this action, and if 
necessary to institute injunction 
proceedings. 

Bankers from every town in the 
state gathered here to discuss the 
program of the federal reserve 
bank, President S. W. Pruet presid- 
ing, and a cool, deliberate consider- 
ation of the progra mas was out- 


lined in letters signed by W. FP. G. 
Harding, governor of the federal re- 
serve board, issued late in Decem- 
ber, was entered into. * Resolutions 
adopted deplored the proposed 
change, and recite that if froced 
upon banks not now on the par list 
of the federal reserve bank, wilil 
result in upsetting economic prin- 
ciples, heretofore acknowledged as 
just and fair to the country by this 
section. 

The implied threat of the fed- 
eral reserve board to use methods 
that will prove expensive and em- 
barrassing in event the banks af- 
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themselves —against thefected do not agreed to the prom- 


ulgated order, is deplored, and it 
ig termed a usurpation of the 
rights and privileges granted banks 
in their charters and a manifesta- 
tion of the spirit, “might makes 
right,” to force upon such banks 
federalized control. ; 

The patriotism of Alabama bank- 
ers in answering. every demand of 
the government during the war, 
even to turning over all goid and 
the investment of millions in secu- 
rities, is set forth in a declaration 
that better treatment than is now 
contemplated is their \ due. 

All bankers if the state are call- 
cd upon to rally around the banks 
that would be affected by the pro- 
pcsed crder, to lend aid and assist- 
ance in the fight and resolution as 
adopted at the meeting were or- 
dered furnished to Alabama sena- 
tors and representatives, to invoke 
their aid in securing relief from 
the progrant by an act amending 
the federal preserve bank bill.

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’ A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The Fulton county’ executive 
committee, at its meeting yester- 
‘day, fixed April 6 as the date for 
the nominating primary for county 
officers, but, acting on the sugges- 
tion of Chairman J. J. Flynt, of the 
state committee, it very wisely 
made provision that if the state 
committee later on fixes a date for 
state-wide action in the matter of 
selecting delegates to the demo- 
cratic national convention at San 
Francisco on June 28, the date so 
Named, instead of April 6, will be 
the date for the county primary. 

‘This is an example that should 
be followed by every other county 
in the state that nominates county 
officers in advance of the state pri- 
Mary. which, by law, cannot take 
Place before September of this 
year. 

Several counties have already 
called primaries to nominate coun- 
ty officers. Others will no doubt 
call such primaries. 

In accordance with precedent, 
Chairman Flynt suggested that the 
eounties contemplating early pri- 
Mary action for county officers 
should fix the same date as that 
t@ be named by the state commit- 
tee for state-wide action on na- 
tional matters. 

‘This will save two primaries 
within a few weeks of each other, 
with the incident economy in ex- 
penses and trouble. 

This was done four years ago at 


.* .the suggestion of Chairman Rea- 


Ban, Chairman Flynt’'s predecessor, 
and it proved highly satisfactory. 
Most of the counties which had 
then ordered action before the 
meeting of the state committee 
later changed dates to conform to 
that fixed by the state committee 
for presidential expression. 
Chairman Flynt has called the 
state committee to meet in Atlanta 
Friday, February 6, stating that in 
his opinion a date some time in 
April will be selected for state- 
wide expression on the presidency. 
Whatever date may be fixed by 
the state committee is to be the 
date on which Fulton county will 
act for county officers, and the 
county committee is to be congrat- 
ulated in so promptly following the 
ad@vi¢e of the state chairman, thus 
saving the county the expense and 
the annoyance of two primaries.

“Among other things,” Mr. Wil- 
lard argues, “the establishment of 
the rates referred to creates an 
entirely new situation or condition 
from any that has heretofore ex- 
isted;”’ and “to accomplish the pur- 
pose stated will require the move- 
ment of a considerable part of the 
business affected.” 


In other words, “a considerable 
part of the business affected” will 
be diverted from tho out-of-the-way

Rivers and Harbors Bill Will 


Criticism of State Department for Withdrawal of Troops 
From Siberia — Judge Brand’s Quick Challenge. 


Be Cut to the Bone — Unjust

Washington, January 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The rivers and harbors bili 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1 
will carry the smallest amount for 
waterway development carried in a 
similar measure in recent § years, 
The republicans prefer to spend the 
government’s money financing 
“smelling committees” and other- 
wise taking advantage of their ma- 
jority opportunity to create, if pos- 
sible, distrust in the administra- 
tion. 

The rivers and harbors bill—al- 
ways one of the most constructive 
of the various appropriatigi meas- 
ures that originate in the house— 
will omit all new projects for next 
year, and will cut to the very bone 
those contingent propositions that 
must be taken care of or abandoned 
at a great loss. 

It is generally estimated that the 
bill will carry a total of around 
$12,500,000, as compared to $33,000,- 
000 in 1920, $24,000,000 in 1919, $28.- 
000,000 in 1918 and $40,000,000. in 
1917. 

When one considers the great im- 
portance of water transportation to 
the commerce and industry of the 
nation, and of the essentials in 
keeping these methods of transpor- 
tation open and the facilities en- 
larged, then it is easy to estimate 
such a pecunious policy on the part 
of the republicans, who, in endeav- 
oring to impress the public with a 
political camouflage of “economy” 
Strain at gnats and veritably swal- 
low camels. 


Withdrawal From Siberia 
Both Timely and Wise. 


As might have been expected, re- 
publican newspapers, seeking every

It will be recalled that the pur- 
poses of the expedition, as originally 
conceived by the United States and 
expressed in an aide memoire hand- 
ed the Japanese ambassador at 
Washington, July 17, 1918, were, 
first, to help the Czecho-Slovak 
troops, which had, during their re- 
tirement along the Siberian railway, 
been attacked by the bolsheviki and 
enemy prisoners of war in Siberia, 
to consolidate their forces and ef- 
fect their repatriation by way of 
Viadivostok, and, second, to steady 
any efforts at self-government or 
self-defense in which the Russians 


themselves might be willing to ac- | 
i 


cept assistance. 

Not only are the Czecho-Slovak 
troops now successfully advancing 
into eastern Siberia, but an agree- 
ment has been effected between the 
governments 
the United States providing for their 
repatriation from Vladivostok. Amer- 
ican vessels will begin to arrive at 
that port by February 1 and a con- 
tingent of more than 10,000 Czecho- 
Slovak troops can be immediately 
embarked. It is expected that evac- 
uation will proceed rapidly therea- 
after and from that date the first 
purpose for which American sol- 
diers were sent to Siberia may be 
accomplished. 

This government has righteously 
taken the pesition that any further 
effort to assist the Russians in the 
struggle toward self-government 
may, in the present grave situation, 
lead to complications which would 
have exactly the opposite effect, 
prolonging possibly the period of re- 
adjustment anddnyolving Japan and 
the United Stat8s in ineffective and 
needless sacrifices. 

It was felt, accordingly, to be un- 
likely that the second purpose for 


which American troops were sent to 
Siberia could be longer served by 
their presence there. 

In this matter, every person except 
one who is deliberately and pur- 
posely seeking something to criti- 


cise, will agree that the United 
States government has acted wisely 
and none too soon.

Colonel John K. Clement, com- 
manding officer at Muscle Shoals, 
testified that the first batch of ni- 
trate was turned out twelve days 
after the armistice. At that time 
15,000 men were employed. The 
plant, costing $75,000,000, and now 
idle, could be kept in good condi- 
tion with a force of several hun- 
dred workmen, he said. 

“What’sthe ieda of the govern- 
ment making nitrate in peace 
times?” Chairman Graham asked. 

“To preserve the plant and have 
it ready in event of war,” Colonel 
Clement replied; “besides, ammo- 
nium nitrate is a useful fertilizer 
product.”’ 

“But it won't sell,” the chairman 
interjected. 

Colonel Clement figured that if 
the government bought its sulphu- 
ric acid it could produce sulphate 
by expending $2,000,000 in changing 
the plant and employing a force of 
2,500,forwhom homes would have 
to be built. It would be best, he 
thought, to sell direct to fertilizer 
manufacturers. 

Most of Colonel Clement’s testi- 
mony was. technical. Touching 
briefly on the construction of the 
plant, he said that 185 permanent 
dwellings were erected, cost of 
which ran as high'as $4,600. These 
now are occupied by war depart- 
ment employees, whose top rental 
charge is $30 a month.

ACTON OF COMMITTEE 
 WITHOULPRECEDENT 


Democratic South to Lose by 
Knifing of Rivers and 
Harbors Bill.

Washington, January 21.—The 
action of the republican controlled 
house committee on rivers and har- 
bors is sending in for summary 
passage today a blaket appropria- 
‘tion bill of $12,000,000 to be ap- 
portioned at the discretion of the 
engineering board is without pre- 
cedent in congressional annals. 

The estimates made by General 
Black, the chief of engineers, car- 
ried a total of approximately $43,- 
000,000. These estimates were based 
on the necessity for carrying on the 
projects already begun by the gov- 
ernment, and of such extensions and 
new projects as the demands of 
commerce created, knifed to the 
very core in the engineering in- 
vestigation by reason of the gener- 
al policy of retrenchment that had 
been politically promulggted by a 
republican congress. 

Political Move. 

The cutting of the bill to $12,- 
000,000 without specific items is 
the program of the _ republican 
steering committee, which is whol- 
ly political in its functioning. The 
policy of the majority is to go be- 
fore the voters with an “economy” 
record, regardless of the sacrifices 
and losses sustained by the nation 
and to that end it is cutting every 
constfuctive project and especially 
where that project cannot possi- 
bly rebound to republican success 
at the November polls. 

The situation with regard to the 
rivers and harbors bill is this: the 
south solidly democratic, will get 
practically nothing. Pressure will 
be brought to bear outside of the 
floor of the# house, to distribute 
the 28 per cent minimum allowed 
to these states and sections where 
political capital may be accumu. 
lated by the republican machine. 
The estimates of General Black care 
ried a total of more than three- 
qarters of a million dollars for 
Geergia, a half million of which 
was for the Savannah river, harbor 
and its tributaries. This wrrr unaer 
the present bill be cut to a figure 
almost, if not entirely, negigible 
simply to abet the republican mea- 
chine in its “economy camouflage.” 

To Use Same Action. 
The same tatics will be applied 


to the bill for postoffice buildings 
although the fact remains there has 
been no appropriations for federa] 
buildings outside of Washington 
except an occasional special bill, in 
nearly seven years. 

The upshot of the whole thing 
will be that when congress trecon- 
venes after the summer recess, and 
after the national election, when the 
“economy issue” has played the 
part assigned to it in the campaign, 
congress will be scrambling to get 
in deficiency bills to meet the re- 
quirements of the nation, especially 
the republican states, in both river 
and harbor improvements and in 
public .building construction, Be it 
said with shame, howevér, the south 
will be handed the crumbs so long 
as this partisan sectional and pre- 
udiced congress is controlled by the 
present crowd. In a _ nutshell, the 
situation, therefore. is this: 

Congress is only cutting the heart 
out of the constructive appropria- 
tion bills at present as a campaign 
camouflage, with a wink at all the 
republican states to wait until aft- 
er the election and what they seek 
and more will be given to them in 
deficiency bills. It is the most 
highhkhnded legislative trickery, 
for political progress, ever indulged

“It is very likely an effective 
campaign will be more expensive 
this year than during any previous 
year in our political history. This 
will be due not only to the higher 
cost of printing, distribution and 
clerical assistance, but also because 
of the enormous increase in the 
voting population, growing out of 
the granting of suffrage to women.

6,000 INFLUENZA | 
VICTIMS IN CHICAGO 


Chicago, January 21.—More than 
6,000 persons in Chicago today were 
ill with influenza, but city health 
officials expressed the opinion that 
“the epidemic is near its climax. 
Pneumonia also was epidemic and 
proportionately had caused a larger 
number of deaths. The influenza 
continued to appear in a mild form 
with a resultant low death rate. 

During the last twenty-four hours 
new cases were reported at the 
rate of more than 100 an hour, the 
greatest number of any single day 
of the epidemic last winter being 
surpassed yesterday when 2,514 new 
cases were reported. There were 
36 deaths reported yesterday, how- 
ever, against 214 on the day the 
influenza attack reached its peak 
a year ago. 

Pneumonia dropped from 382 new 
cases reported Monday to 297 yes- 
terday, but claimed a toll of 657 
deaths.

Toledo, January 21.—(Special.)— 
At the conclusion of the Dempsey- 
Willard snarl at Toledo last July, 
Tex Rickard, the promoter, dis- 
claimed any right to honors as the 
greatest-promoter in the game.

Connecti- 
cut authorities got busy and put a 
quietus on the plans. It was to 
have taken place on January 16. 

In Connecticut, as in other states 
where there is no such thing as 
legalized boxing, the game is simply 
tolerated by license or permit from 
the police. 

When boxers work for a guaran- 
tee or a privilege of a percentage 
of the gross receipts, there is no 
trouble, but with the crown at stake, 
said crown was construed as a

| Negro Conference 
Charges Railroads 
With Discrimination 


Tuskegee Institution, Alabama, 
January 21.—Reaffirming its oppo- 
sition to the alleged discrimination 
practiced by railroads and other 
common carriers and holding as in- 
defensible the alleged practice 
charging negroes first-class fare 
and providing them with third and 
fourtn-class accommodations, the 
declarations of the twenty-ninth 
annual Negro conference at Tuske- 
gee were adopted here today, fol- 
lowing talks by prominent white 
men, as well as negro workers 
gathered for the sessions. 

Lynching is deplored and its prac- 
tice held as a “cure for nothing.” 
“If negroes commit crimes, they 
should be punished by the courts, 
not by lynching,” tha declaration 
sets forth. Insistence on better 
and fairer methods for adjusting 
many of the ordinary differences 
between the races is voiced and the 
| white and colored leaders in every 
‘community are urged to co-operate 
(and help make the south the finest 
|'example in the world of people of 
different races living together in 
| Mutual respect and helpfulness. 

Members’of the race are urged to 
| profit by the lessons of industry 
'and thrift so effectively taught dur- 
/ing the war, and negro farmers are

ILLITERACY FIGHT 


Tentative Schedule Looking 
Toward Combatting Social 
and Industrial Unrest. 


Tenative schedule for the eradi- 
cation of illiteracy was discussed in 
the first meeting of the national 
American commission of the Amer- 
‘fean legion, at national headquar- 
ters in Indianapolis last Monday. 
The process oforganization and dis- 


cussion of work for this year were 
the predominating notes sounded in 
the biisiness session. Kirk Smith, 
Jr., state adjutant for the legion, 
returned yesterday from the meet- 
ing. 

“The only way the American le- 
gion or any other organization can 
successfully combat the social and 
industrial unrest in this or any oth- 
er country is by first removing all 
causes for unrest,” stated Arthur 
Wooda, chairman of the commis- 
gion. 

The commission recommended 
Beveral new phases in the propa- 
gation of Americanism which it is 
the purpose of the legion to accom- 
Pplish in the near future. First, 
the establishment of headquartrs 
should be completed as conditions 
warrant. These should be clearing 
houses for the collection and dis- 
femination of information, methods 
and policies of conducting the work 
of teh commission from and to de- 
partments and posts of the Amer- 
ican legion. 

Urge Co-operation, 

It further urges the co-operation 
of all arwencies working for the same 
end. There should be a campaign 
for the future interest in know)- 
edge, The keynote of the legion's 
polity is the stamping out of illit- 
eracy. 

Towards this end, it advocates the 
reconciliation. of all citizens by the 
removal of unjust conditions and 
scored injustice; incoming immi- 
grants should be taught loyalty; 
achools should be encouraged, sup- 
ported and aided in the instruction 
in the history and development of 
American institutions in a language 
that they can understand, Then, 
the lac kof lovalty could not be 
attributed to lack of understanding, 
thinks this committee. 

The la&t phase of reform advo- 
fated by the commission is the 
mairtenance of la wand order. As 
the American legion stands for law 
and order the members should set 
the example and give all possible 
Aesiftance to the officials in its 
maintenance.
